3. On June 18, 2002, 1 sent a package on behalf of Mr. Powsner to Mr. Cantrell via 
Federal Express. The package contained a complete copy of the above cited application, along 
with a Declaration and Power of Attorney for signature by Mr. Cantrell (as one of several 
inventors).
